The Freestyle2 convertible keyboard is shipped with the two keying modules connected by a linking cable and 
by a removable pivot tether™ (shown at right). To remove the pivot tether, slide the appropriate release 
button towards the outside of the keyboard and allow the pivot tether to detach from that keying module. The 
two keying modules may then be separated by up to 9 inches with the standard separation model or by 20 
inches with the KB800PB-xx-20 model, where “xx” is the layout language (us for US, uk for United Kingdom, 
se for Swedish, de for German, fr for French, es for Spanish).
